Three Bad Actors. 

Del Re was Hsted at police head- 
quarters as a bootlegger; racketeer, 
terrorist and all-around boodlum. Spe- 
cial, Del Re’s brother-in-law, had a 
similar record, while Wakefield, an 
ex-drug clerk, was a minor character. 
l’olice believe the latter was killed to 
seal his lips. 

The saloon where the shooting oc- 
eurred has long had a vicious reputa- 
tion. A few years ago Jimmy Vinci, 
driver of the death car in the assassi- 
nation of “Mossy” Enright, labor 
leader, and “Machine Gun” Joe Gra- 
natta fought a death duel there. It 
was closed a while and then reopenéd 
by Del Re and Joe Genaro. 

Genaro was badly wounded last 
January 29 and violated the gangland 
eode by naming his assailants, James 
Bellacastro, Angelo Lucci and Louis 
Delucea: 

The Del Re-Genaro partnership then 
dissolved and Del Re and Special re- 
opened a week ago. The same night 
the front windows were shattered by 
bricks, and the word: was passed 
around that the two had been told te 
move out of the district. 

Seek Former P er. 

Del Re’s widow told police a 
stranger called at the house in mid- 
week and that harsh words had been 
exchanged. Since then she said Del 
Re had been fearful. Although the 
woman professed inability to describe 
the stranger, orders were issued* to 
arrest Genaro. 

Joseph Canino, who lives above the 
saloon, told detectives he was awak- 
ened at 4 o'clock by the rattle of 
pistol fire and rushed to a front win- 
dow to see a car speed away. 

The shooting, he said, interrupted

Typhoon Destroys 
Philippine Towns 


MANILA, P. I., April 20.—(#)—A 
destructive typhoon swept 14 towns 


‘on the Island of Leyte Friday, vir- 


tually demolishing the communities of 
Tolosa and Dulac on the east coast. 
Thousands were made homeless and 
the number of dead and injured was 
1o0t ascertainable. 

First reports of the disaster reatch- 
ed Manila 48 hours later when Gov- 
ernor De La Cruez. of Leyte wired 
the American Red Cross here: 
“Please secure immediate aid ‘for 
thousands homeless people especially 
food, clothing and building materials.” 

The Leyte governor's message de- 
scribed eoconut trees in the devasfat- 
ed areas as standing like candles with 
their tops blown off. The entire crop 


was. destroyed. 
Many towns in the devastated re- 
gion have been isolated. The death 


toll may be large and official reports 
of destruction cannot .be completed in 
less than a week or more..

In Georgia negroes were 66 per 
‘cent of the jail popalation in 1921. 
In 1928. they were 55 per cent, Dr. 
| Alexandér said, quoting the’ depart- 
ment of public welfare. There were 
fewer negro defendants than whites 
in the state courts of South Carolina 
in 1929, he added, quoting Attorney- 
General John M. Daniel. 

“Figures given out by the state 
board of welfare (of North Carolina), 
said Dr. Alexander, “show that in 
every year from 1910 to 1920 more 
negroes than whites were committed 
to the penitentiary, while since 1920 
the reverse has been true year after 
year.”

There will be a team match next week, two days after arrival, with 
10 picked British selections, but the main party will take place from 
May 12 to May 17 at Formby, England, a rugged seaside rest that will 
be a new golfing experience for many of the invaders. 

While Joyce Wethered, the brilliant British star, will not re- 
port to defend her title, there are still eight or ten British women 
who will have to be reckoned with, not forgetting Miss Molly 
Gourlay, the captain of the British team. — 

Horton Smith, for example, thinks their ten best golfers a trifle 
stronger than our ten best, although Miss Wethered is the only one any 
expert could name to outrank Miss Collett, who recently proved that 
her game was still on edge by winning the North and South from a strong 
field, 

The American Squad. 

This should be the strongest squad of women golfers the United States 
ever sent abroad. There will be about 16 and only a few of the leaders 
will be missing. The best chance to win belongs to Glenna Collett.’ In 
the first place Miss Collett has won the United States title four times. 


In the second place this will be her fourth invasion. In the third place

ered is rated as the finest woman golfer that ever played—a better golfer 

than her brother, Roger, who is captain of the British Walker cup team. 
Outside of the United States champion four of the strongest 
entries will be Maureen Orcutt, Helen Hicks, Virginia Van Wie 
and Edith Quier. The latter recently defeated Miss Hicks and 

Miss Van Wie at Pinehurst in the North and South and carried 

Miss Collett to the final green, which is proof enough that she is 

no golfing morning glory. 

This will be the first British test for Helen Hicks, the young Long 
Island star who is on her way to a championship. Miss Hicks is now 
Canadian champion and she fs also winner of the first 72-hole medal 
test held for women in this country. First invasions have rarely made 
good in golf, but this young long-hitting star may prove to be an excep- 
tion. She has a fine golfing temperament and by mature is a high-class 
competitor. 


Misses Collett, Hicks, Van Wie and Orcutt are four of the finest 
golfers we have while Miss Quier and one or two: others are not far 
away. If the British can roll back this invasion, with Joyce Wethered 
away from the firing line of Formby, it may be a long time before the 
lioness is caged again. 


Hitting the Ball. 


Who is the longest hitter in the group? Misses Collett, Orcutt and 
Hicks can all belt the ball for astonishing distances, but for a steady 
average Miss Collett is still a trifle longer than any of the others. She 
won't hit up to Bobby and a lot of others, but she will outhit many a 
first-class male golfer with drives that range between 220 and 240 yards. 
And this doesn’t mean downhill over a baked course with a following 
wind. It means normal conditions. 

Miss Orcutt, Miss Van Wie and Miss Hicks are just about as 
long. They take a slash at the ball that means business. 

There are few golfers who transfer their weight as effectively as Miss 
Collett. She comes to the tip of her left toe on the back swing but she 
has the knack of getting this left foot back in place in a hurry before the 
hands and arms start the down swing. The left leg is there to hit against 
when the hands whip the club head on its way, which happens to be 
one of the important fundamentals. lf that left side isn’t ready to support 
the down swing something of an annoying nature is sure to happen. 


This will be the first British invasion on the part of Mrs. Hill, 
another fine golfer; Miss Van Wie, Miss Hicks and Miss Quier. 
But they are all good match play golfers who must be reckoned 
with, even over the strange conditions that .will confront them

The with- 
drawal of that land from cotton and 
other crops of which there is annual 
overproduction, and its planting to 
slash or long-leaf pine, would help 
the situation tremendously.” 

“What about the more northerly 

where hard woods replace turpentine 

forests?” 
Thrifty Farmers. 

“Wherever there is a market for 
cord wood or saw timber, crossties or 
posts, the farmer should make his 
woodland yield a steady cash income 
over and above the farm’s needs for 
posts and cord wood. In New Ensg- 
land thrifty farmers have drawn rev- 
enue from their woodlands for a long 
time. The south is just approaching 
a stage in its forests that New Eng- 
land reached years back. 

“T have spoken of marginal lands, 
but even on richer lands a few acres 
devoted to woodlands would prove 
highly profitable. Such trees as black 
walnut, poplar and locust have a 
comparatively rapid growth. The wal- 
nut and poplar yield valuable timber 
and locust makes one of the © best 
fence posts to be had. Furthermore, a 
good wood lot is a reserve that can 
be drawn on in bad seasons. Follow- 
ing 1921 many farmers in the central 
states were able to meet their most 
pressing obligations from their wood 
lots. During a few years of regrowth 
following such heavy cutting the 
woodland furnishes shade for stock in 
summer and shelter in winter. And 
the fact should never be lost sight of 
that a wood lot wisely and scientifi- 
cally handled will furnish a better in- 


the crops the farmer now plants.” 

“What are the principal difficulties 
that must be overcome, Mr. Legge, 
before timber lands will become the 
source of wood for the farm, and of 
cash revenue, that they should be?’ 

“They are human, or man-made, al-

In the face of the weakness in 
print cloth prices, sheetings, which 
had steadied up a short time ago on 
the bag trade buying, commenced to 
show irregularity again, but there has 
not. been sufficient activity in this 
quarter to test out prices.
